Clement Attlee in commons today 
in sharp ly criticising the United 
States for it* abrup t termination 
of the lend-k-aae p rogram. 
Churchill, former p rime minis­ 
ter and now op p osition leader, said 
he could not believe “this is the 
last word of the United States." 
“I 
cannot believe," 
Churchill 
said, “that so great a nation w'hose 
lend lease p olicy was characterized 
by me as the most unsordid act in 
the history of the world would p ro- [ 
ceed in such a 
rough and harsh 
manner as to hamp er a 
faithful 
• Hy who held the fort while their 
own American armaments 
were 
p rep ared.** 
Churchill urged commons mem­ 
bers to exercise 
the utmost 
re­ 
straint in commenting on the situ­ 
ation lest they hamp er the efforts 
of British negotiators. 
Attlee, in announcing

p rogram, said the sudden termin­ 
ation has p ut Great Britain in a ! 
‘very serious financial p osition.” 
“We had not anticip ated 
that 
op eration! tinder the lend 
lease 
act W'ouid continue for any length 
of time after the defeat of Jap an,” 
Attlee said, “but w'e had 
hop es 
that the sudden cessation of this 
great mutual effort 
would 
not 
have been effected without con­ 
sultation and p rior discussions." 
Attlee said that British “over­ 
seas outgoing" on the eve of the 
Jap anese victory were equivalent 
o a yearly exp enditure of about 
[two billion p ounds

in-

Attlee said that British exp orts

INF ECTIONS of the teeth are 
dangerous from many standp oints. 
One source of danger ii the exten­ 
sion of the infection from the 
teeth into the jaw, and then into 
the tissues of the neck. These in­ 
fections may be extremely serious. 
According to Doctor A rthur M. 
Alden of St. Louis, Missouri. It ap ­ 
p ears that in recent years th* 
death rate from such infections 
has been greatly reduced because 
op erations are p erformed early 
snd because such drugs as the sul­ 
fonamides and p enicillin are avail­ 
able for treating these conditions, 
together with op eration. 
As a result of the extension of 
infection from a tooth into the 
neck, an abscess usually forms. 
This abscess locates in certain defi­ 
nite p arte of the neck tissue, such 
as under the angle of the jaw ot 
under the chin. According to Doc­ 
tor Alden, the germs which most 
often are resp onsible for these in­ 
fections 
are 
those 
which 
are 
thought to p roduce trench mouth, 
tnat is, the Sp irochete of Vincent 
and the bacillus Fusiformis. 
Germs Present 


However, very frequent strep to­ 
cocci and stap hylococci genms are 


also p resent. Hence, in treating 
these infections, he suggests the 
givirg of some arsenic-containing 
p rep aration to combat the sp iro­ 
chete and bacilli, together with one 
of the sulfonamides to help over­ 
come the strep tococcic or stap hy­ 
lococcic infection. Some of the p a­ 
tients he treated were given p eni­ 
cillin with good results. 
A condition known as trismus is 
frequently a comp lication of these 
neck 
infections. 
Trismus 
is 
a 
sp asm which keep s the afflicted 
p erson from op ening his mouth. 
It is commonly known as lockjaw. 
Another comp lication which may 
develop is osteomyelitis of the jaw ­ 
bone. 
Edema in Larynx 
Still a third comp lication 
is 
edema, or a collection of fluid In 
the tissues of the larynx or voice 
box. When such edema is p resent 
it p rogresses rap idly, and often a 
tracheotomy must be p erformed. 
This means an op ening is made 
from th* outside into the wind­ 
p ip e so th** the p atient will r>« 
able to breathe. 
The treatm ent of the neck in­ 
fection consists ot op eration to 
drain the abscess. The p hysician 
will decide just when the op eration 
should be p erformed.
